done, and left undone what ought to bave done + Lord, help ms, ſtrengthen 
my Faith every minute more and more, theſe few Minuets I have to live, that 
when my Soul ard Body parts, my Soul may aſcend up to Heaven ; and that 
he that ſhed his Blood for Sinners, may make my peace with God, Let my 
Sins be covered, forſake me not, becauſe of them I have been a great 
Sinner, I have offended againſt thy Holy Laws, I have humbly confeſt them 
| all, Lord, for Chriſt Feſus fake, forgive me all my Sins ; I have confeſ? 
them upon my bended knees : Grant that I may be a warning to others, that 
they may ſpend the Sabbath better - walk uprightly and juſtly, and do no- 
' thing contrary to God s Law : Lord, bleſs my everlaſting Soul; Feſus keep 
f me fromthe torments of Hell.

In Sum, they Dicd all with as great ſenſe of their Sin as moſt Pri- 
foners that have. been Executed theſe many years, ſhewing a great: 
deal of feryency im their Prayers to God Almighty, carneſtly requi- 
ring the Praycrs of all that were preſent, and begging Forgiveneſs of 
all whom they had offended. 

$ Four of them, wiz. Fohn Athins alias Luſh, Richard Stanley, Robert 
Wright and Thomas | Birch, Died m the Communion of the Church of 
gE7g/and; and the two others, viz. Fohn Thompſon and Richard Crook alias 
Hide Died in the Roman, and. had two Pricſts attending them. The 
tour former joincd in Prayer with a Miniſter of the Church of Eng- 
land, and afterward Sung a part of a Pſalm, while the other two 
ecrformed their laſt Devotion with' their Prieſts after their way. 
\tter which, they continued abour half an hour bewailing their miſe- 
rable condition, asking God Forgiveneſs of their Sins, and ſhewing 
all che ſigns of true Penitence. And we hope that. God of his infinite 
Mercy has. been Gracious to their Souls.
